Forces in Contact on New German Line 
and Fate of War May Be Ruled 
Within a Few Hours.

AT DISPOSITION 
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(By The Associated Presw.) 


French troops are in contact with the main German 
army, and what may prove to be the initial stage of the 
greatest battle of history, has opened before the gates of 
Lafere. For the first time since the great German retreat 
began patrol and rear guard fighting has given way to 
thunder of artillery and the clash of major forces. The 
Germans are making a stand on a line running north and 
south of Lafere from St. Simon to the forest of Goucy, a 
distance roughly estimated at about twenty miles. The 
position selected by the Germans is protected by the Croza 
canal and Ailette river, a tributary of the Oise, but in this 
line the Frcnch have driven a groat wedge directly in front 
of Lafere and reaching to within two miles of that im- 
portant town. On this wedge is based the hope of the 
French critics that General Xivcllo hiis outmaneuvcrcd 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg and that Lafere is doonu^d 
and with it the whole of the famous Hiiideubnrg lino. 
Paris believes that the extraordinary s])ood with which 
the English have advanced has discoiif (M-tod tho Gorman 
plans and renders probable a conliiruatioii of llio rotii'o- 
ment to tho Bolgian frontier. 


The ofiiciai Berlin ropoi'ts throw no liglit on tho sit- 
uation, l)ut it sooins certain that a fow inoro days or oven 
hours must dooido tho fate of LaiVro. 


Tho situation on th(^ British front is somewhat -moro 
obscuro owing to tho rather vagno oh;iraotor of tho British 
official ro])orts. T!io last ]'0])ort from London says that 
Goni^nil Haig has ])ushod ton miles oast of the Somme at 
points. ^roasurcHl from Pin'oimo, this would place the 
British within four or five miles from the vital point of St. 
Quentin, and this estimate is su])ported by mioft'icial dis- 
patches from tho British front. The German retirement is 
pivoting from thoir ]jositions in Arras, and in this pivoting 
General llaig ro])orts steady fighting but no certain local- 
ities are mentioned which might give a clue to the relative 
importance of th(^ advance.

Washington, March 
22.—Offers of 
mediation to prevent actual war be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
are expected a m o n g the next develop- 
ments.

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War May Gome Any Time. 


It is expected that if no major incident supervene, meanwhile, 
congress will declare this nation in a state of war with Germany. But 
congress will not assemble for two weeks, events move rapidly in 
these times and Germany may not choose to wait two weeks for Amer- 
ica's formal taking cognizance of facts. Germany, viewing .the situa- 
tion as making eventualities inescapable, may decide that the advan- 
tage of striking first is worth while, and herself hold that a state of 
war exists. In any event, the first time an armed American ship and 
a German submarine '' meet up" on the high seas, there will be inter- 
esting doings, no doubt, that will give the two governments little 
enough time to consider what next. 


War does not always wait upon formalities. The most recent and 
the most striking instance took place a little more than thirteen years 
ago. Japan declared war against Russia and followed it with a bril- 
liant naval dash into the harbor of Chemulpo, where the czar's Pacific 
fleet was at anchor. The surprise was complete; the victory over- 
whelming. Russia never recovered from the moral effect of that in- 
itial disaster of the war and the Japanese were quickened by it to a 
spirit of confidence and aggressiveness that were displayed in their 
amazing train of successes clear down to the close of the war. The 
post-mortem of Russia, when the treaty of Portsmouth had fully con- 
cluded peace, showed that with the incompetence and corruptions in 
the St. Petersburg war office, Japan had not been given a very good 
chance to los^, but the fact stands historic that the Japs went into the 
war with a jump, got a big moral as well as military advantage, be- 
fore Russia even knew war had been declared, and never gave it up. 


It might be conceived in Berlin that some advantage would lie with 
Germany if she "beat us to it" by recognizing the arming of American 
merchantmen and sending them forth authorized by this government 
to "fire on sight" as an act of war and declaring a state of war exist- 
ing. Berlin might do that and hurry submarines of the U-53 type, 
mounting large guns, to make merry with some of our coast cities. 
There would be no moral advantage in. that from our point of view, be- 
catiBO it would make American spirit aggressive, whereas it now mere- 
ly i« a determination that our rights shall be respected on the seas. 
,Yet Buch an incident of war might be of considerable importance to 
the government of Germany as furnishing a new moral stimulus for 
her war-jaded people. 


It is more than idle pasttim© to attempt to guess what is going 
to happen next in war, but it is not idle to conceive that the alert 
and wonderfully efficient German war office—once convinced that 
strife with America is not to be escaped—should let loose the dogs 
and start to chase us before we have a chance to chase her.

Anarchy-Ridden Slavs In- 
yite Scandinavians as Rul- 
ers—Later Subjugated by- 
Tartar Tribes from Asia. 


Off theYankee Coast 


Big German submarines now hover off the coast of Maine. Fact. 
But it needs no proof. There always are hostile ships hovering off the 
coast of New England when trouble is brewing. It took everything 
in the United States navy, except the tubs with which Dewey cleaned 
up Montojo's fleet at Manila, to reassure the people of Massachusetts 
that the "modern armada," as we romantically and with historical 
spiciness referred to the Spanish squadron, was not going to batter 
Boston to dust and make crumbled ruins of the palaces of Newport. 
Well it was in those dubious days just ahead of actual hostilities in 
the Spanish war, that a Massachusetts man was secretary of the navy 
and could concern himself with a patriotic and proper interest in 
his home town and section. It is to be hoped that New England will 
again be suitably protected—especially Bar Harbor, which is in Maine, 
and Newport, which is in Rhode Island, both being the warm weather 
resorts of persons whose nerves get troubled by the duties attendant 
upon the custody and disbursement of much moneys, for warm 
weather comes on apace. Newport had the honor of being the only 
American port at which the U-53 made friendly calls last autumn. It 
was appreciated, but the poor Newport rich do not grow fat on the 
prospect that the U-53 may come back and in a different state of mind 
and spirit. 


The international crisis, says President Taft, discloses new emph- 
asis of our need of a league to enforce peace. That is a major league, 
all right enough, but the world's more crying needs appear to be a 
league to keep the peace and another, with very immediate duties of 
the job, to restore the peace.

Novgorod of the ninth century, a 
republic ruled by its rich but steeped- 
in anarchy, set about getting a prince, 
much as a modern city acquires a city 
manager. 


Rurlk, a Scandinavian leader, who 
had only recently been driven out of 
the country, was chosen. 


The name "Russia" 
comes 
from 
Rurik. 


The 
newcomers 
established order 
and set up a dynasty. 


Rurlk's successor, Oleg, established 
himself at Kiev, virhich became the 
chief city of Russia, 
so 
remaining 
from 880 to 1169. 


During these years there was no 
emperor, but the many princes de- 
scended 
from 
Rurik recognized the 
grand prince of Kiev, who was the 
eldest of them, as the greatest. 


The Scandinavian princes led their 
Slavic subjects to the doors of Con- 
stantinople, then the Greek capital. 


The regent Olga, widow of Grand 
Prince Igor, became a Christian in 
955. 


Petty wars were continued during 
these centuries, being 
fought 
often 
over the question of what prince was 
the oldest, and therefore entitled to 
reign at Kiev. 


Vladimir, Olga's gi-andson, sent mis- 
sions to study four religions—Jewish 
among the Khazans, Orthodox among 
the Greeks, 
Mussulman 
among the 
Bulgrarlans, Catholic among the Poles. 
He decided on the Orthodox faith as 
a substitute for Russia's paganism. 


In 1169 a combination of princes 
overthrew the grand prince of Kiev, ' 
and henceforth the capital of Russia ' 


became the new city of Vladimir, near 
the Volga, in the principality of Soua- 
dal. 


Russians, 
fighting 
among 
them- 
selves, nevertheless united In 
fighting 
foreign foes—the Greeks and Bulgar- 
ians, the Khazans, and the Polovtsl, 
a war-like tribe on the Caspian sea. 


While 
Vladimir 
surpassed 
IClev, 
Novgorod remained a virtual repub- 
lic. 
She picked prince after prince, 
and if she didn't like them she flred 
them out. 
The Novgorod aristocracy 
remained the real rulers. 


Andrew Bogaulloubskl. founder of 
Vladimir, tried to establish an auto- 
cracy, but failed. 


In 1222 the Mongolian invaders un- 
der Genghis Khan reached the 
Po- 
lovtsl country, the Russians sending 
aid to their ancient enemies to resist 
the new peril. 


But young princelings, anxious to 
win renown in the battle, attacked the 
Mongols (Tartars) 
before 
the rest 
were ready, and the resulting 
rout 
brought about the fall of Russia. 


For over two centuries the Slavic 
race was under the Mongol heel. Self- 
government perished. 
The 
Russians 
retained the land, wliich the Mongols 
disdained to cultivate, but heavy tri- 
butes were exacted, and tho princes 
had to submit their disputes to the 
autocrats of the Asiatic horde. Orien- 
tal customs became fixed on the con- 
quered people. Vladimir's power pass- 
ed away. 


In tho fourteenth century the Lith- 
uanians, who had thrown off the Ger- 
man yoke, conquered the western pro- 
vinces of enslaved Rus.sia. 


The Mongols set Russian progress 
back two centuries. 
But in the neigh- 
borhood of Moscow uprisings against 
the oppressors became frequent. How 
these uprisings resulted in the unity 
of Russia and the expulsion of the 
Mongols will be told tomorrow.

TESTIFY CONCERNING 
LITTLER'S INJURIES 


Three Doctors Are Used As Witnesses 
for State In Spahr Mur- 
der Trial. 


Huntington, Ind., March 22.—Five 
witnesses were examined in the trial 
of John Spahr for murder Wednes- 
day. 
The witnesses were Dr. K. G. 
Johnson, Dr. A. H. Northrup, Dr. R. 
S. Galbreath. the Rev. F. P. Morria 
and John Presky. 
Just before the 
noon hour Mrs. Samuel Lantis was 
called to identify the cap and coat 
worn by Arrel Littler on the night he 
met his death. 
The wearing apparel 
was shown to the jury. 


The three doctors and the Rev. Mr. 
Morris testified concerning the wounds 
of Littler. 
Dr. Northrup 
said 
he 
thought the wound on the top of the 
head was made by a sharp instrument 
of some kind. 
The other physicians 
agreed with him on most particulars, 
one saying that the wound on the 
forehead where the skull was frac- 
tured could 
have 
been made wth a 
brick. 


Mr. Freaky related about the same 
story as that told at the first trial. He 
told of Samuel Lantis calling to him 
to call a physician, and that his wife 
called the physician. 
He went to the 
corner where Littler lay, he said, and 
helped carry 
him 
into 
the Lantis 
home. 


Presky said Mrs. Harley Derr came 
to the scene after he arrived, and that 
if she had been there before he did 
not know about it. 
He said Spahr 
came to the place where Littler lay at 
about the same time. 


As to the tragedy Presky said that 
Spahr said he had thrown a brick or 
stone at Littler, and had Injured him.

WRECK: CLAIMS 


ANOTHER VICTIM 


Engineer Moulton, in Smash-Up at 
Waterloo, Dies in Kendall- 
Tllle HospijtaL 


Waterloo, Ind., March 
22.—Engi- 
neer Charles Moulion, who waa in- 
jured in the wreck on the New Tork 
Central lines Wednesday noon, died in 
the KendalMlle hospital late in the 
afternoon. 
Mr. Moulton's home was 
in Elkhart. 
W. E. Stoner, fireman, 
was killed instantly. , His body was 
cut in two across the breast. 
The fol- 
lowing were those less seriously in- 
jured: 


H. M. Moffit, San Pfancisco, cut on 
hand. 


H. A. Balentine, San Francisco, cut 
on leg. 


Dr. F. B. Drake, Norway, Maine, 
enroute to Arizona, lip cut and teeth 
knocked out. 


J. N. Dell, Chicago, Stewart on din- 
ing car, head bruised. 


R. A. Smith, Chicago, cook on diner, 
thrown headlong in car, foot burned 
by scalding grease. 


Peter Beck, fourth cook, Chicago, 
leg bruised. 


The most serious wreck that 
has 
ever occurred at 
or 
near 
Waterloo 
occurred at noon Wednesday 
when 
train No. 19, a limited fast 
train, 
crashed into a freight train one and a 
half miles east of Waterloo. 


An eastbound train. New York No. 
4, in charge 
of 
Conductor 
G. C. 
Reeves, met with an accident just at 
the point of the wreck of the passen- 
ger train. 
An air hose bi'oke and 
about fourteen cars were piled up in 
a heap. 
The 
fireman 
of the freight 
tried to signal back to the engineer of 
the limited train, and the signal was 
obsei'ved by the engineer of the fast 
train, but all brakes were then set 
and there was no chance to stop the 
train as its momentum carried it on 
with a force and the big steel monster 
ploughed 
through 
the 
stock 
car, 
which was loaded with hogs and had 
been thrown 
across 
the westbound 
track. 
From this point" the engine 
seemed to swerve and it pluged for- 
ward with a jerk and toppled over in 
the ditch to the north of the tracks. 


The force of the heavy train, made 
up of ten Pullmans, gave the forward 
part of the train such a velocity that 
it kept going and swerved to the right 
of the track and engine in the ditch. 
The head Pullman went through the 
fence north of the right of way and, 
leaving the trucks, ploughed through 
the soft ground for a distance of one 
hundred feet. 


HTT BY TRAIN. 


Perry Miles, Resident of Milford, is 
KUled.

22.—Perry 
Miles, for 
many 
years 
a prominent 
resident of Milford, was Instantly kill- 
ed early yesterday morning when an 
automobile in which he was driving 
was struck by a B. & O. passenger 
train three miles east of Nappanee. 


The accident was reported by the 
train crew at Milford Junction shortly 
after midnight, but the mangled body 
was allowed to lay unattended at the 
side of the roadway until about 7 
o'clock this morning. 
Miles body was 
hurled through the air for more than 
forty feet when the engine crashed 
into the automobile, which was crush- 
ed into a mass of tangled wreckage. 


Mr. Miles was returning to his home 
at Milford after having taken two pas- 
sengers to Nappanee In his auto, which 
he operated as a public service car. 
His car was struck by the speeding 
train as it 
crossed 
the 
track near 
Gravelton. Numerous cuts and bruises 
were found on the body, but a terrible 
fracture of the skull was probably the 
cause of death which is presumed to 
have been instantaneous.

At noon he failed to 
return to his home and when evening 
came he was still missing.

lieved that after leaving the store he 
boarded a northbound interurban car.

Evacuated.

HEAPS OF DEBRIS 


Men and Boys Able to Work 
Driven Behind the New 
German Lines. 


With the British Army in 
France, 
March 21.— (From a staff correspond- 
ent of 
the 
Associated 
Press.)—"We 
WOTild have starved if it had not been 
for the American 
reiief 
committee," 
declared a French woman in the city 
hall of Nesle 
today 
to 
the 
corres- 
pondent. speaking for herself and her 
two little children, their pallid 
faces 
and high cheek bones griving evidence 
of their privations. 


Wherever one went in the territory 
recently evacuated by 
the 
Germans, 
the same story was repeated. 
There 
are many other stories of 
hardships 
being told, although most of the in- 
habitants said the 
German 
soldiers 
had been well 
disciplined 
and 
kept 
Btrictly under control. 
It was repeat- 
edly asserted, however, 
that 
within 
the past few weeks the Germans had 
appropriated some of 
the 
American 
relief stores to their own use, even to 
the 
extent 
of 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
supplies. 
It was also said that 
the 
Germans took po.ssession of the white 
flour issuing black flour instead to the 
inhabitants. 


Saw Their Homes Razed. 


Some of the peasants 
encountered 
in the evacuated territory were plain- 
ly joyous at their liberation. 
Others 
appeared to have their spirits broken. 
Their attitutde was one of 
absolute 
Bubmission to anything 
that 
might 
happen. 
One of the greatest ordeals 
the people said they had to endure 
was to stand by and see their homes 
broken up by the Germans as the sol- 
diers were leaving. 
In some instances 
the French inhabitants, who had been 
held virtually as prisoners during the 
German occupation, had been segre- 
gated in certain parts of the village, 
while 
the work 
of 
destruction 
was 
going on elsewhere. 
At Rouy It was 
stated and reiterated by scores of per- 
sons that the inhabitants of this vil- 
lage and of several other villages had 
been gathered at Rioy-le-Petit in cer- 
tain houses and told to remain in them 
a certain number of hours while the 
Germans go away. 
While so herded 
together, they declared, the Gerinans 
had sent 200 shells into the village, 
killing 
.several 
persons. 
The 
fu- 
nerals. 
which where in progress in 
the village today, lent 
color 
to 
the 
story. 
People in other villages also as- 
sert that 
they 
distinctly heard 
this 
firing and thought that a battle was 
In progress. 


VUlaires Wantonly Destroyed.

through ^•illages which had been far 
from the firing line and untouched by 
any shells, and yet were lying in ab- 
solute ruins. 
Active steps are geing

About the only persons seen are old 
men, women and children.

ENGLAND SENDS 
HER GREETINGS 
TO NEW RUSSIA 


London, March 22.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, member of the British war coun- 
cil on moving in the house of com- 
mons this afternoon a resolution of 
greeting to the Russian duma, said: 


"Events in Russia have been fol- 
lowing one another with such startling 
rapidity in the last thirteen days that 
they have arrested the attention of 
the whole world amidst the greatest 
convulsions ever 
brought 
upon the 
earch by the action of man. 


"What happened in Russia reminds 
us of the early days of the French 
revolution. 
It is too soon to say all 
danger is over In Russia. 
It is too 
soon to feel confident that the new 
government already has laid a founda- 
tion upon which In the language of 
Burke, 'liberty will have wisdom and 
justice for her companion with pros- 
pei-ity and plenty in her train,' but it 
is not too soon for the mother of par- 
liaments to send greetings to the par- 
liament of our allied country. 
It Is 
not too soon to send a message of 
good 
will 
to 
the 
new 
government 
which is formed with the declarated 
intention of carrying the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion and which has un- 
dertaken the arduous task of driving 
out the foreign aggressor and estab- 
lishing freedom and order at home."

new state "weights and measurca" law, 
enacted by the legislature this year. 


"Buy by weight" was tlie slogan of 
the state meeting of weights and meas- 
ures officials, which closed Wednesday in 
Indianapolis. Weights of nearly all mar- 
ketable products arc now established by 
state law. 


Products upon which weights were 
fixed by law this year are: 


Apples, 48 pounds to the 
bushel; 
peaches. 48 pounds per bushel; pears. 
50 pounds

quinces, 48 
pounds 
per 
bushel;

The new law goes into effect on 
April 25. 
It will be rigidly enforced 
after that time. City Sealer Tolan saj-s. 


Weight on sweet potatoes is changed 
from 55 to 50 pounds per bushel. On- 
ions must now weigh 57 pounds per 
bushel instead of 48 pounds. 
These 
changes are to conform with weights 
of bordering states. 
Weight for on- 
ions in Michigan is 57 pounds. 
Many 
dealers would buy full weight bushels 
in the northern state and then retail 
their goods at a decided weight loss in 
Indiana.

Government May Conscript 
All Incomes in Excess 


of $ibo,ooo. 


Washington, 
D. 
C., 
March 
22.— 
The administration has under consid- 
eration plans for a n e w revenue act 
conscripting all personal incomes 
in 
excess of $100,000 a year during the 
period of war with Germany. 


It is estimated that s u c h a law c o m - 
bined with the increased supertax on 
other large incomes would produce be- 
tween $2,000,000,000 and 
|3,000,000,- 
oOO a year, w h i c h the administration 
uelieves would 
be 
adequate for 
the 
necessities of this country. 


The plan, in addition to confiscating 
the excess of incomes over 
$100,000, 
calls for drastic increases In the tax 
rates on incomes under that amount, 
ranging from 5 per cent on the smaller 
ones to 50 per cent on the larger ones 
between $50,000 and $100,000 a year, 
and heavy taxes on corporation 
in- 
comes. 


Wealth Serves With I;abor. 


The purpose 
of 
such 
a law, it is 
stated, is to have wealth bear its share 
of tlie war burden along with labor. 


T h e advantages of the law, in the 
opinion of its sponsors, would be m a n y 
fold. 
In the flrs tplace, it would kill 
the cry that war w a s being waged in 
the interest of the immensely rich, for 
it would wipe out the profits heretofore 
derived 
from 
war. 
In 
the second 
place, it would reduce 
the 
bonded 
debt placed on future generations. 


In the third place, such a law would 
compel the m e n w h o do not give mil- 
itary service for their country to pay 
for the service of others in proportion 
to their ability to do so. 
Only the in- 
digent and the poor would escape from 
supporting 
the 
government, 
either 
financially or personally, 
during 
the 
war. 


Aid to Soldiers' Kin. 


One feature of the plan is to devote 
a large part of the proceeds of the con- 
fiscated 
incomes to the support of f a m - 
ilies of m e n w h o volunteer or are draft- 
ed to serve in the a r m y and navy. 


T h e confiscatory 
Income 
tax law 
would not be a tax on capital, but a 
tax on Income only. 
Capital would be 
left intact and after the w a r ends the 
confiscatory rates on income would be 
removed. 
T h e sponsors of the 
plan 
Insist that the government should not 
do anything to interfere with existing 
capital where it is properly employed, 
but they contend that the government 
h a s every right and the power to con- 
fiscate 
the incomes of persons above 
that point where their actual 
living 
necessities are cared for. 


B a r on Excess Profits. 


In addition to conscripting individ- 
ual incomes above $100,000 and 
in- 
creasing the tax on incomes less than 
$100,000, the proponents of the plan 
would conscript the Incomes of 
cor- 
porations in excess of s o m e margin of 
profit, say 6 or 8 per cent. 


The present revenue law levies a tax 
of 8 per cent on all profits in excess-of 
S per cent on the capital of corpora- 
tions. 


It is estimated that with the present 
supertax of only 10 per cent on large 
fortunes, 
between 
$200,000,000 
and 
$300,000.000 will be realized this year. 
The returns for 1916 s h o w more than 
2,500 persons with incomes in excess 
or $100,000 a year and close to 150 of 
these with incomes In excess of 
$1,- 
000,000. 
In addition, between 300,000 
and 400,000 persons pay a ta.x: on in- 
comes ranging f r o m $3,000 to $100,000.

Richmond, 
Va., March 
2a.—Wil- 
liam H. Taft, who spoke here 
last 
night under the auspices of the League 
to Enforce Peace, issued the follow- 
ing statement explaining the aims of 
that 
organization 
and 
emphasizing 
its duty to support the president: 


"The break with Germany and t h e 
imminence of w a r furnish the strong- 
est a r g u m e n t s for the League of E n - 
force Peace, and all who support the 
plan should realize t h a t they can now 
do more effective work even t h a n they 
have heretofore. 


"Preparedness is one of the watch- 
words 
of the 
hour. 
Our 
executive 
committee has pronounced more t h a n 
once 
in 
favor of national prepared- 
ness 
to 
meet 
all 
emergencies and 
pointed out the fact that the plan it 
puts forward makes preparedness 
a 
necessity. 


Should Support Wilson. 


"The duty to support the president 
in his foreign policy is plain. 
The 
league has declared a thousand times 
that it is not a stop-the-war 
move- 
ment and h a s pledged its support in 
the 
defense of 
civilization 
and 
the 
rights of our citizens. 


"The 
reason 
we 
have 
protested 
against Germany's ruthless submarine 
w a r f a r e and broken off relations with 
her is because her conduct is sub- 
vei-aive of any peace that is 
worth 
having. 


"As we are forced into the war ou? 
sole purpose must be to secure 
the 
right kind of a peace a f t e r the w a r 
for ourselves and for the whole world 
— a permanent and righteous 
peace. 


Permanent Peace, Object. 


"This fact is f u n d a m e n t a l to 
the 
whole situation, and ought to be kept 
constantly before the minds of all our 
people—we are contending for a right- 
eous and permanent peace, and 
for 
nothing 
else 
whatsoever. 
P r e p a r a - 
tion for such a peace is the most im- 
portant part of preparedness. 
The 
president has tliis .strongly in mind. 
If, through the growth-of hatred and 
the cry 
for 
vengeance, the 
world 
should lose sight of its real purpose 
and come to the end of the war not 
knowing w h a t 
it 
most 
wants and 
needs, and so should fail to roll the 
burden of militarism off its shoulders 
and 
to 
establisli 
lasting 
peace, 
it 
would be a tragedy in the history of 
the world. 


"During 
the 
present 
crisis 
and 
throughout the w a r which Is a t liand, 
the duty of the League to 
Enforce 
Peace is to .stimulate military prepar- 
edness on the one hand and on the 
other to spread its gospel of world 
organization for p e r m a n e n t peace aft- 
er this conflict is over."

GREATEST EIGHT 


Forces in Contact on New German Line 


and Fate of War May Be Ruled 


Within a Few Hours. 


NIVELLE OUTNAHRS HINDENBURG 


(By The Associated Press.) 
French troops are in contact with the main German 


army, and what may prove to be the initial stage of the 
greatest battle of history, has opened before the gates of 
Lafere. For the first time since the groat German retreat 
began patrol and rear guard fighting has given way to 
thunder of artillery and the clash of major forces. The 
Germans are making a stand on a line running north and 
south of Laferc from St. Simon to the forest of Coucy, a 
distance roughly estimated at about twenty miles. The 
position selected by the Germans is protected by the Croza 
canal and Ailette river, a tributary of the Oisc, but in this 
line the French have driven a great wedge directly in front 
of Lafere and reaching to within two miles of that im- 
portant town. On this wedge is based the hope of the 
French critics that General Nivcl I e has outmaiicuvcrecl 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg and that Laferc is doomed 
and with it the whole of the famous Hindenburg lino. 
Paris believes that the extraordinary speed with which 
the English have advanced has disconcerted the German 
plans and renders probable a continuation of the retire- 
ment to the Belgian frontier. 


The official Berlin reports throw 110 light on the sit- 


uation, but it seems certain that a few more days or even 
hours must decide the fate of Lafere. 


The situation on the British front is somewhat more 


obscure owing to the rather vague character of the British 
official reports.' The last report from London says that 
Geneva! Haig has pushed ten miles cast of the Somme at 
points. Measured from Peronnc, this would place the 
British within four or five miles from the vital point of St. 
Queutiu, and this estimate is supported by unofficial dis- 
patches from the British front. The German retirement is 
pivoting from their positions in Arras, and in this pivoting 
General Haig reports steady fighting but no certain local- 
ities are mentioned which might give a clue to the relative 
importance of the advance.

PLANS WILL GO BEFORE CONGRESS 


Paris. March 22.— (12:40 a. m.)— 


The German retreat to the Arras-St. 
Quentin-Lafere line is now practically 
complete since the French are now 
within a short ranee of St. Quentin 
and Lafere. The movement has been 
carried out by echelons, according to 
approved principles, one section hold- 
ing firm while the next fell back. The 
allied operations aro now concerned 
with driving in the last of these sec- 
tions which are still resisting. 
They 


are situated respectively south of Ar- 
ras, .southeast and east of Peronne, 


east of Ham and the valley of the Ail- 
lette and north of Soissons. 


Just in the middle of the line, east 


of Perronne and between the plain of 
Cambiui to the north and the plain 
of the Somme to the south is one of the 
few positions of defensive value run- 
ning to the east of Roisel and Ver- 
mand. The Germans showed signs of 
intending to cling to this salient but 
it is now, too, gone, the British being 
close to both Roisel and Vermand.

plating such a plan and they frankly 
regarded it as another effort backed by 
Germany, to divide sentiment in con- 
gress and embarrass 
the 
president. 


It was declared authoritatively today 
that no proposals of mediation or for 
discussion will be considered unless 
Germany first abandons the campaign 
of ruthlessness. 


All administration officials from the 


president down take the position that 
the United States never has, nnd docs 
not now desire war with Germany, 
but is being forced into it to protect 
lives and rights of Its citizens against 
unlawful aggression. 


Until Germany changes completely 


her position, it was declared today, of- 
fers of mediation and discussion are 
useless. 
Germany, it was recalled, 


never accepted former Secretary Bry- 
an's proposal to sign one of his "peace" 
treaties, which would have bound the 
United States to inaction for a year 
while a commission investigated the 
situation. 


Meanwhile every preparation for an 


eventuality is being carried forward by 
the army and navy, and the president 
is awaiting the assembling of congress. 


Unless there is some great change in 


the situation before April 2, it is ex- 
pected he will detail in his address,

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War May Gome Any Time. 


B Is expected that if no major incident supervene, mean-while 


congress -will declare this nation in a state of war with Germany. Bu1 
congress will not assemble for two weeks, events more rapidly in 
these times and Germany may not choose to wait two weeks for Amer- 
ica's formal taking cognizance of facts. Germany, viewing the situa- 
tion as making eventualities inescapable, may decide that the advan- 
tage of striking first is worth while, and herself hold that a state of 
war exists. In any event, the first time an armed American ship and 
a German submarine "meet up" on the high seas, there will be inter- 
esting doings, no doubt, that will give the two governments little 
enough, time to consider what next. 


"War does not always wait upon formalities. The most recent and 


the most striking instance took place a little more than thirteen years 
ago. 
Japan declared -war against Knssia and followed it with a bril- 


liant naval dash into the harbor of Chenralpo, where the czar's Pacific 
fleet was at anchor. The surprise was complete; the victory over- 
whelming. Eussia never recovered from the moral effect of that in- 
itial disaster of the war and the Japanese were quickened by it to a 
spirit of confidence and aggressiveness that -were displayed in their 
amazing train of successes clear down to the close of the war. The 
post-mortem of Eussia, when the treaty of Portsmouth had fully con- 
cluded peace, showed that with the incompetence and corruptions in 
the St Petersburg war office, Japan had not been given a very good 
chance to lose, but the fact stands historic that the Japs went into the 
war with a jump, got a big moral as well as military advantage, be- 
fore Eussia even knew war had been declared, and never gave it up. 


It might be conceived in Berlin that some advantage would lie with 


Germany if she "beat us to it "by recognizing the arming of American 
merchantmen and sending them forth authorized by this government 
to "fire on sight" as an act of war and declaring a state of war exist- 
ing. Berlin might do that and hurry submarines of the U-53 type, 
mounting large guns, to make merry with some of our coast cities. 
There would be no moral advantage in that from our point of view, be- 
causs it would make American spirit aggressive, whereas it now mere- 
ly is a determination that our rights shall be respected on the seas. 
Jet «roch an incident of war might be of considerable importance to 
the government of Germany as famishing a new moral stimulus for 
her war-jaded people. 


It is more than idle pasttime to attempt to guess what is going 


to happen next in war, but it is not idle to conceive that the alert 
.and -wonderfully efficient German war office—once couviuced that 
strife with America is not to be escaped—should let loose the do^s 
and start to chase us before we have a ch'ance to chase her. 


Off theYankee Coast 


Big German submarines now hover off the coast of Maine. Fact. 


But it needs no proof. There always are hostile ships hovering off the 
coast of New England when trouble is brewing. It took everything 
in the United States navy, except the tubs with which Dewcy cleaned 
up Montojo's fleet at Manila, to reassure the people of Massachusetts 
that the "modern armada," as we romantically and with historical 
spiciness referred to the Spanish squadron, was not going to batter 
Boston to dust and make crumbled ruins of the palaces of Newport. 
"Well it was in those dubious days just ahead of actual hostilities in 
the Spanish war, that a Massachusetts man was secretary of the naw 
and could concern himself with a patriotic and proper interest in 
his home town and section. It is to be hoped that New England will 
again be suitably protected—especially Bar Harbor, which is in Maine, 
and Newport, which is in Ehode Island, both being the warm weather 
resorts of persons whose nerves get troubled by the duties attendant 
upon the custody and disbursement of much moneys, for warm 
weather comes on apace. Newport had the honor of being the only 
American port at which the U-53 made friendly calls last autumn. It 
was appreciated, but the poor Newport rich do not grow fat on the 
prospect that the U-53 may come back and in a different state of mind 
aud spirit.

He decided on the Orthodox faith as 


substitute for Russia's paganism. 
In 1160 a combination of princes 


verthrew the grand prince of Kiev, 
nd henceforth the capital of Russia 


became the now city of Vladimir, near 
the Volga, in the principality of Sous- 
dal. 


Russians, 
lighting among them- 


selves, nevertheless united In fighting 
foreign foes—the Greeks and Bulgar- 
ians, the Khazans, and the Polovtsl, 
a war-llko trlbo on tho Caspian sea. 


While Vladimir surpassed 
Kiev, 


Novgorod remained a virtual repub- 
lic. 
She picked prince after prince, 


and If sho didn't like them she fired 
them out. The Novgorod aristocracy 
remained 'tho real rulers. 


Andrew Bogaulloubski, founder of 


Vladimir, tried to establish an auto- 
cracy, but failed. 


In 1222 the Mongolian Invaders un- 


der Genghis Khan reached tho Po- 
lovtsi country, the Russians sending 
aid to their ancient enemies to resist 
tho now peril. 


But young princelings, anxious to 


win renown in tho battle, attacked the 
Mongols (Tartars) 
before 
tho rest 


were ready, and tho resulting rout 
brought about the fall of Russia, 


For over two centuries the Slavic 


race was under tho Mongol heel. Self- 
government perished. 
The Russians 


retained the land, which tho Mongols 
disdained to cultivate, but heavy tri- 
butes were exacted, and tho princes 
had to -submit their disputes to tho 
autocrats of tho Asiatic horde. Orien- 
tal customs became fixed on tho con- 
fiuered people. Vladimir's power pass- 
ed away. 


In the fourteenth century tho Tjith- 


uanians, who had thrown off tho Ger- 
man yoke, conquered tho western pro- 
vinces of enslaved Russia. 


The Mongols set Russian progress 


back two centuries. But in the neigh- 
borhood of Moscow uprisings against 
tho oppressors became frequent. How 
these uprisings resulted in the unity 
of Russia and the expulsion of the 
Mongols will bo told tomorrow.

Huntington, Ind., March 22.—Five 


witnesses were examined in the trial 
ol John Spahr for murder 'Wednes-* 
day. The witnesses were Dr. B. G. 
Johnson, Dr. A. H. Northrup, Dr. R. 
S. Galbreath, the Rev. F. P. Morris 
and John Presky. Just before the 
noon hour Mrs. Samuel Lands was 
called to Identify the cap and coat 
worn by Arrel Littler on the. night he 
met his death. The wearing apparel 
was shown to the jury. 


The three doctors and the Rev. Mr. 


Morris testified concerning the wounds 
of Littler. 
Dr. Northrup- said he 


thought the wound on the top of the 
head was made by a sharp instrument 
of some kind. The other physicians 
agreed with him on most particulars, 
one saying that the wound on the 
forehead where the skull was frac- 
tured could have , been made wth a 
brick. 


Mr. Presky related about the same 


story as that told at the first trial He 
told of Samuel Lantis calling to him 
to call a physician, and that his wife 
called the physician. He went to the 
corner where Littler lay, he said, and 
helped carry him into 
the Lantis 


home. 


Presky said Mrs. Harley Dorr came 


to the scene after he arrived, and that 
if she had been there before he did 
not know about it. He said Spahr 
came to the place where Littler lay at 
about the same time. 


As to the tragedy Presky said that 


Spahr "bald he had thrown a brick or 
stone at Littler, and had injured him.

Government May Conscript 


All Incomes in Excess 


of $100,000. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.— 


The administration Has under consid- 
eration plans for a new revenue act 
conscripting all personal incomes in 
excess of ?100,000 a year during the 
period of war with Germany. 


It is estimated that such a law com- 


bined with the increased supertax on 
other large incomes would produce be- 
tween $2,000.000.000 and $3,000,000,- 
UOO a year, which the administration 
believes would be adequate for the 
necessities of this country. 


The plan, in addition to confiscating 


the excess of incomes over $100;000, 
calls for drastic increases in the tax 
rates on incomes under that amount, 
ranging from 5 per cent on the smaller 
ones to DO per cent on the larger ones 
between $50,000 and $100,000 a year, 
and heavy taxes on corporation In- 
comes. 


Wealth Serves With Labor. 


The purpose of such a law, it is 


stated, is to have wealth bear its share 
of the war burden along with labor. 


The advantages of the law, in the 


opinion of its sponsors, would be many 
fold. In the flrs tplace. it would kill 
the cry that war was being waged in 
the interest of the immensely rich, for 
it would wipe but the profits heretofore 
derived 
from 
war. in the second 


place, it would reduce the bonded 
debt placed oh future generations. 


In the third place, such a law would 


compel the men who do not give mil- 
itary service for their country to pay 
for the service of others in proportion 
to their ability to do so. Only the in- 
digent and the poor would escape from 
supporting the government, either 
financially or personally, during the 
War. 


Aid to Soldiers' Kin. 


One feature of the plan is to devote 


a large part of the proceeds of the con- 
fiscated Incomes to the support of fam- 
ilies of men who volunteer or are draft- 
ed to serve in the army and navy. 


The conflscatory 
income tax law 


would hot be a tax on capital, but a 
ta* on Income only. Capital would be 
left Intact and after the war ends the 
conflscatory rates on income would be 
removed. The sponsors of the plan 
Insist that the government should not 
do anything to interfere with existing I 
capital where It is properly employed, ' 
but they contend that the government 
has every right and the power to con- 
fiscate the incomes of persona above 
that point where their actual living 
necessities are cared for. 


Bar on Excess ProfltM. 


In addition to conscripting individ- 


ual Incomes above $100,000 and In- 
creasing the tax on Incomes less than 
$100,000, the proponents of the plan 
•would conscript the incomes of cor- 
porations in excess of some margin of 
profit, say 8 or 8 per cent. 


The present revenue law levies a tax 


of S per cent on all profits in exces* of 
S per cent on the capital of corpora- 
tions. 


It is estimated that with the present 


supertax of only 10 per cent on large 
fortunes, between $200.000,000 and 
$300,000,000 will b« realized-this year. 
The returns for 1916 show moro than 
2,600 persons with Incomes In excess 
of $100,000 a year and close to 160 of 
these with incomes in excess of $1,- 
000.000. In addition, between 300,00*0 
and 400,001) persons pay a tax on in- 
comes ranging from,$3,000 to $100,000.

imminence of war furnish the strongr 
est arguments for the League of En- 
force Peace,.and all who support the 
plan should realize that they can now 
do more effective work even than they 
have heretofore. 


"Preparedness is one of tho watch- 


words of the hour. 
Our executive 


committee has pronounced more than 
once in favor of national prepared- 
ness to meet all 
emergencies and 


pointed out the fact that the plan it 
puts forward makes preparedness a 
necessity. 


Should Support Wilson. 


"The duty to support the president 


in his foreign policy is plain. 
The 


league has declared a thousand times 
that it is not a. stop-the-war move- 
ment and has pledged its support In 
the defense of civilization and the 
rights of our citizens. 


"The 
reason"" we have protested 


against Germany's ruthless submarine 
warfare and broken oft relations with 
her Is because her conduct is sub- 
versive of any peace that is worth 
having. 


"As we are forced into tho war our 


sole purpose must he to secure the 
right kind of a peace after the war 
for ourselves and for the whole world 
—a permanent and righteous peace. 


Permanent Peace, Object. 


"This fact is fundamental to the 


whole situation, and ought to be kept 
constantly before the minds of all our 
people—wo are contending for a right- 
eous and permanent peace, and for 
nothing else whatsoever. Prepara- 
tion for such a peace is the most im- 
portant part of preparedness. 
The 


president has this strongly in mind. 
If. through the growth of hatred and 
the cry 
for 
vengeance, tho world 


should lose sight of its real purpose 
and come to the end of the war not 
knowing what 
it 
most wants and 


needs, and so should fail to roll the 
burden of militarism off its shoulders 
and to establish lasting peace, it 
would be a tragedy In the history of 
the world. • 


"During the 
present crisis and 


throughout the war which Is at hand, 
tho duty of the League to Enforce 
Peace Is to stimulate military prepar- 
edness on tho one hand and on the 
other to spread Its gospel of world 
organization for permanent peace aft- 
er this conflict is over."
